To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Charlton  Kings  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1970  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District.  The  report  is  prepared 
as  required  by  Circular  l/71  of  the  Department  of  Health  & Social  Security. 

As  I only  took  up  office  on  the  1st  May,  I am  indeed  indebted  to 
Mr.  D.G.Masling,  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  section 
of  the  report  contributed  by  him. 

The  Registrar-General-' s estimate  of  the  population  10 ,3 AO  shows 
an  annual  increase  of  80  persons. 

The  number  of  births  fell  from  114  in  1969  to  109  in  the  year  under 
review  and  in  consequence  the  Birth  Rate  from  11.1  to  10.5  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  decline  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  a peak  in  1965,  has  occurred 
not  only  in  the  Urban  District,  where  it  is  more  marked,  but  also  in  the 
County  and  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

142  people  died  during  the  year;  the  Death  Rate  being  13*7  per  1,000 
population  which  compares  with  11. 7 for  England  & Wales. 

There  were  no  infantile  deaths  during  the  year,  a most  encouraging 

feature* 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  continues  to  be  extremely  light 
but  the  high  level  of ' immunisation  and  vaccination  needs  to  be  maintained 
and  this  is  especially  so  in  respect  of  the  recently  introduced  vaccination 
against  measles. 

I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and 
encouragement,  and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  loyalty  since  I 
took  office.

The  Home  Help  Service  and  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  are  of  great 
assistance  enabling  many  old  people  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  for 
much  longer  with  this  assistance. 


Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 

An  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  operates  in  the  District. 

The  Committee  helps  to  co-ordinate  local  services  both  voluntary  and 
statutory  for  the  elderly  and  members  act  as  visitors  in  their  area. 

Mrs  M. Gar side  is  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  Charlton  Kings  Urban  District 
Council  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Old  People’s  Clubs  are  most  useful,  they  look  after  their 
members  and  report  instances  in  which  help  is  required.

This  Service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  and 
where  essential  home  help  can  be  supplied  to  assist  the  physically 
or  mentally  ill,  chronically  sick,  aged  and  infirm  and  people 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  In  addition  the  Home  Help  Service 
provides  help  for  mothers  following  confinement  and  cares  for 
children  deprived  of  one  or  both  parents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR

Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  1970  lacks  any  significance  in  housing  achievement. 
Completed  houses  in  the  private  sector  dwindled  to  a new  "low" 
and  the  impetus  in  this  field  so  prevalent  in  mid-decade  mow  seems 
to  have  almost  come  to  a halt.  The  Council  itself  did  not  complete 
any  new  housing,  although  the  scheme  for  2k  flats  for  the  elderly 
was  in  progress  and  was  near  to  fruition  at  the  end  of  December. 

If  any  impact  is  to  be  made  on  the  housing  need  in  both  the  private 
and  public  sectors,  there  is  obvious  need  for  a more  enlightened 
approach  to  land  availability  and  the  redevelopment  of  obsolescent 
areas. 

The  violent  storms  in  May  and  June  gave  rise  to  flooding  and 
damage  necessitating  extensive  repairs  and  cleaning  to  the  older 
brick  barrel  type  surface  water  sewers  in  the  Lyefield  Road/Copt 
Elm  Road  area.  The  laying  of  the  foul  sewer  extension  in  the 
Sandy  Lane  area  enabled  this  part  of  the  district  to  be  more 
effectively  drained  and  can  be  regarded  as  a project  of  some 
public  health  significance. 

Refuse  disposal  continued  for  the  major  part  of  the  year 
in  the  disused  Railway  Cutting  at  Ash  Grove,  acquired  by  the 
Council  but  used  for  tipping  purposes  by  the  Cheltenham  Borough 
and  Rural  District  Councils  in  consortium  with  the  Council. 

Tipping  was  completed  in  the  Autumn  and  the  year  1970  may,  therefore, 
be  significant  in  that  for  the  first  time  for  over  half  a century 
there  was  not  an  operative  refuse  tip  within  the  district.  The 
experience  gained  from  the  last  tipping  site  will,  it  is  hoped, 
convince  all  concerned  that  refuse  disposal  is  an  operation  which  it 
is  essential  should  be  carried  out  with  the  strictest  regard  to  the 
established  principles  of  controlled  tipping  and  less  regard  to 
expediency  and  costs  of  the  appropriate  materials  to  carry  out  the 
task  efficiently. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  confidence  and  assistance 
during  the  year.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the  officers  and  staff 
for  their  support  and  contribution  towards  the  work  summarised  in 
this  report. 

1970  was  the  last  full  year  of  Dr.  Stephen  Knight's  Office 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I am  privileged  to  have  been  associated 
with  him  during  part  of  his  long  and  loyal  service  to  the  Urban  District.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  is  .provided  by  the 
North  Wes-t  Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  14  new  premises  were  connected  to  the  supply. 
There  were  no  new  mains  laid  in  the  district. 


(ii)  Samples 


27  samples  of  water  from  consumer's  taps  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  26  were  found  to  be 
entirely  satisfactory.  The  remaining  sample  was  cleared  upon 
re-examination.  The  water  going  into  supply  from  the  Tewkesbury 
source  is  regularly  examined  bacteriologically . 

Whilst  the  predominent  source  of  supply  is  from  the  River 
Severn  source  at  Tewkesbury,  other  sources,  e.g.  Northfield, 

Dowdeswell  and  Hewlett  Reservoirs  which  are  used  to  supply  limited 
areas  and  for  emergency  purposes,  were  frequently  checked  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  quality. 

Two  chemical  samples  were  taken  from  consumer's  taps  and 
in  all  cases  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  for  the  purposes  of 
a domestic  supply.

The  Chemist  to  the  Board  reports  that  the  natural  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  from  the  various  sources  of  supply  does  not 
exceed  0.24  mg/1. 

(iv)  Discolouration  of  Supply 

Intermittent  discolouration  of  supply  due  to  corrosion  of 
distribution  mains  is  being  countered  by  an  extensive  programme 
of  re-lining  of  trunk  mains.  The  problem  .of  the  intermittent 
discolouration  due  to  deposited  manganese  is  being  resolved  by 
the  operation  of  a new  biological  process  et  source,  whereby  no 
manganese  now  passes  to  supply.  Discolouration  in  supply  should 
now  become  a diminishing  nuisance.

(vi)  General 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  generally  has  throughout  the 
year  been  satisfactory  both  in  respect  of  quantity  and  quality. 

The  relatively  small  proportion  of  the  population  which  does  not 
take  water  from  the  mains  supply  (1.1%)  live  in  isolated  parts  of 
the  diestrict  beyond  present  limits  of  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  system  is  connected  to  the  treatment  and  disposal 
works  owned  and  operated  by  the  Cheltenham  Borough  Council,  The 
system  is  predominantly  "separate",  surface  water  being  discharged 
into  the  River  Chelt  or  it's  tributary  streams.  All  drainage  schemes 
for  new  housing  projects  are  required  to  be  separate. 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  by  the  Cheltenham 
Borough  Council  in  the  scheme  for  the  improvement  and  enlargement 
of  the  Treatment  Works  at  Haydon. 

The  Council  carried  out  an  extension  to  the  foul  public  sewer 
in  Sandy  Lane.  The  extension,  of  some  262  lin.yds,  of  6"  pipes, 
included  crossing  the  disused  railway  cutting  and  is  available  to 
serve  some  20  properties  south  of  the  Railway  Bridge.  Since  the 
laying  of  this  sewer  13  properties  have  had  new  connections  made 
to  the  sewer. 

The  very  old  brick  culvert  taking  surface  water  drainage 
from  Little  Herberts  Road,  Horsefair  Street  and  Lyefield  Road 
was  unable  during  two  intense  storms  in  May  and  June,  to  take  the 
run  off  and  flooding  of  a house  and  damage  to  gardens  occurred  in 
the  Copt  Elm  Road  area  near  the  outfall  into  the  River  Chelt. 

The  culvert  was  repaired,  cleaned  and  improved  immediately  pending 
completion  of  a survey  to  determine  it's  precise  catchment  area  and 
line  of  the  sewer  preparatory  to  the  laying  of  a relief  sewer. 

The  intensity  of  the  rainfall  from  these  storms  apart,  it  is 
readily  apparent  that  there  is  now  a substantial  increase  in  run  off 
during  storms  into  both  surface  water  and  foul  sewers  arising  from 
the  current  tendency  of  householders  to  create  larger  impervious 
areas  in  the  form  of  paved  areas,  patios  etc.  In  the  drainage  of 
these  areas  advantage  is  often  mistakenly  taken  of  the  existing 
drainage  system  and  in  intense  rainfall  excess  amounts  of  surface 
water  gain  access  to  the  sewers. 
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The  number  of  all  types  of  premises  not  connected  to  main 
drainage  and  served  by  individual  disposal  plants,  is  less  than 
2%  of  the  total  premises,  these  premises  being  in  the  main,  in 
isolated  rural  situations  beyond  the  limits  of  the  sewerage  system. 

As  the  rural  parts  of  the  district  are  wholly  now  within  the 
Cotswold  Area  of  Outstanding  Natural  Beauty,  it  is  unlikely  that 
there  will  be  any  increase  in  the  numbers  of  premises  not  connected 
to  main  drainage. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A weekly  door  to .door  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
again  operated  throughout  the  year. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  whilst  the  disposal  site 
was  still  within  the  area,  two  vehicles  used  in  the  previous  year, 
i.e.  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  and  a Karrier 
Ramillies  continuous  loader  were  in  operation.  In  May  the 
Shelvoke  & Crewry  vehcile  was  replaced  by  a Dennis  Paxit  IIIC 
continuous  loader,  thus  providing  greater  vehicle  carrying  capacity 
to  offset  loss  of  time  in  the  vastly  increased  journeys  to  the 
Tip.  Two  drivers  and  six  loaders  were  engaged  in  the  refuse 
collection  service  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  staff  remained  almost  constant  throughout  the  year. 

The  service  to  householders  for  the  collection  of  bulky  and 
extraordinary  items  of  refuse  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  a total  of  217  collections  were  made.  This  service  is 
undoubtedly  a worthwhile  preventive  measure  against  the  illicit 
dumping  of  unwanted  materials  and  equipment  in  the  rural  areas. 

Whilst  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of  new  houses  may  be 
smaller  than  in  previous  years,  the  collection  crews  are  faced  with 
a progressive  increase  in  the  volume  of  domestic  refuse.  Whilst 
this  increase  in  volume  may  not  give  rise  to  a directly  proportional 
increase  in  weight  it  does  in  many  cases  result  in  the  introduction 
of  second  or  third  receptacles  in  households,  necessitating  additional 
journeys  for  the  loaders.  During  the  late  part  of  the  year,  a 
commencement  was  made  on  work  study  of  the  refuse  collection  crews 
preparatory  to  the  introduction  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

Reward  of  this  nature  for  this  essential,  but  heavy  and  "dirty" 
work,  is  overdue  and  something  we  owe  to  a loyal  staff. 

There  were,  unfortunately,  many  complaints  made  in  the  early 
summer  regarding  flies  and  smell  emanating  from  the  refuse  tip  in 
the  Railway  Gutting  at  Ash  Grove,  operated  on  behalf  of  the 
Sonsortium  by  the  Cheltenham  Borough  Council.  As  used  by  the 
Consortium  and  private  contractors,  the  disposal  was  on  a larger 
scale  than  hitherto  experienced  in  the  district  and  nuisance  created 
by  flies  and  pollution  of  water  courses  undoubtedly  existed,  albeit, 
this  was  relatively  short  lived  following  the  making  of  strong 
representations  by  the  Council.  Sites  for  the  disposal  of  solid 
wastes  in  proximity  to  built  up  residential  areas,  require  absolute 
compliance  with  every  aspect  of  the  controlled  tipping  code  of 
practice  and  unless  this  is  done  justifiable  complaints  are  to 
be  expected  and  the  whole  process  of  the  tipping  of  refuse  brought 
into  disrepute.  Compliance  with  the  Code  obviously  raises  the 
cost  of  refuse  disposal  but  the  increase  is  not  such  that  the 
overall  cost  in  any  way  approaches  the  costs  involved  in  disposal 
by  incineration. 


HOUSING  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Urban  District  is  almost  entirely  residential  in  character, 
the  working  population  being  mainly  employed  in  industry,  commerce 
and  offices  in  and  around  the  adjoining  Borough  of  Cheltenham.  The 
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relatively  small  numbers  of  people  employed  within  the  district 
are  engaged  mainly  in  offices,  laundering,  light  engineering,  the 
retail  trade  and  catering. 

Housing  standards  throughout  the  district  are  generally  high 
and  there  are  no  areas  which  collectively  call  for  slum  clearance 
or  general  improvement.  A previous  assessment  of  the  number  of 
houses  unfit  or  likely  to  be  so  within  the  three  year  period  from 
1969  revealed  51  houses  in  this  category.  On  completion  of 
acquisitions  by  the  Council  for  housing  and  commercial  use.  ,•  this 
number  will  be  reduced  to  10,  a target  which  will  be  attained  prior 

to  1973. 

A sample  survey  has  been  taken  of  the  houses  in  the  Rateable 
Value  Group  less  than  £30  and  this  indicates  that  some  55?<>  of  these 
houses  (166)  are  capable  of  improvement,  the  remainder  having 
either  previously  been  improved  or  included  in  immediate  or  longer 
term  slum  clearance  proposals. 

The  waiting  list  for  housing  accommodation  is  slightly  lower 
in  numbers  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  is,  however,  an  increase 
in  the  demand  by  elderly  couples  and  persons  and  although  these 
numbers  will  be  reduced  when  the  new  block  of  flats  becomes 
available,  it  is  readily  apparent  that  future  building  programmes 
should  concentrate  on  this  sector  of  housing  need. 


There  were  no  ’’statutory”  cases  of  overcrowding  discovered 
or  notified  during  the  year.

1 . General 

The  .Urban  District  of  Charlton  Kings  is  predominently 
residential  in  character  and  both  the  numbers  of  premises 
. and  persons  employed  therein  are  correspondingly  small  in 
numbers.  There  has  been  little  development  in  the  commercial 
field  during  the  year,  such  as  there  has  been,  being  mainly 
changes  of  use  of  premises, 

2.  Notification  ' ~ • - 

Whilst  the  numbers  for  newly  registered  premises  is  small, 
it  is  perhaps  significant  that  only  in  one  case  of  the  five 
new  registrations  did  the  occupier  submit  the  appropriate 
notice  without  any  form  of  reminder.  There  appears  to  be 
a need  for  incoming  occupiers  to  be  made  more  aware  of  their 
obligations  in  this  respect. 

The  exception  provided  for  premises  where  less  than  21  hours 
per  week  are.. worked  leads  to  some  difficulty  in  checking  and 
can  lead  in  some  cases  to  evasion  to  register.  It  is  felt 
that  this  exception  could  now  be  repealed. 

3.  Temperature  ■ 

Whilst  no  difficulties  v/ere  encountered  in  this  respect  during 
the  year  this  is  one  of  the  more  important  sections  of  the  Act 
and  one  on  which  employees  probably  are  more  concerned. 

The  present  prescribed  minimum  temperature  level  is  somewhat 
marginal  and  could  well  be  raised. 
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4.  The  Offices,  Shops  8c  Railway  Premises  (Hoists  & Lifts) 

Regulations  1968 

No  premises  in  the  District  have  been  found  to  have  hoists  or 
lifts  as  defined  in  the  Regulations  and  I am,  therefore, 
unable  to  make  any  worthwhile  comment  on  the  practical 
operation  of  the  Regulations. 

5*  Accidents 


Since  the  commencement  of  the  Act  no  accidents  have  been 
notified.  Occupiers  are  reminded  during  inspections  of 
their  obligations  and  in  the  coming  year  a letter  setting 
out  these  obligations  is  being  sent  to  all  premises. 
Whilst  the  types  of  premises  in  the  district  i.e.  small 
commercial  and  offices,  are  not  those  likely  to  have  a 
high  rate  of  accidents,  a nil  return  over  seven  years 
must  be  regarded  as  an  unlikely  and  untrue  situation. 
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
